Winnipeg, Aug 1—About 90 per 
cent of all crops are fully headed, re- 
ports the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Department of Agriculture, abundant 
moisture enabling it to fill out well. 
Harvesting will not be general until 
the last of August even under most 
favorable conditions. While rust is 
evident in a few districts, infestation 
is not serious or extensive, and weath- 
er conditions are not favoring further 
development. Crop pests apart from 
a few indications of sawfly are en: 
tirely absent. Sweet clover is now be- 
ing harvested and is an excellent and 
abundant crop, while hay is the best 
in years. Livestock are thriving on 
splendid pastures in every province. 
All coarse grains are making good pro- 
gress with a promise of’ yield exceed- 
ing last season’s though later sown, 

Alberta Fortnightly Report

Crops all over the province have 
made steady progress during the past 
two weeks and continue to give prom- 
ise of the greatest harvest Alberta hag 
ever reaped, according to the inform- 
ation reaching the Department of Ag- 
riculture. Wheat is practically 100 per 
cent in head, the same is the case 
with barley, and oats are reported to 
de from 60 to 75 per cent headed out. 

Hot weather during this period has 
assisted materially in the growth of 
the crops, and with occasional show- 
ers the moisture stored in the ground 
is cousidered in most districts to be 
sufficient to carry the crop to matur- 
ity, and all grain in head is filling rap- 
idly. 

Harvesting of rye has commenced 
in a number of districts in the south 
of the province and a splendid yield

Prepare 40,000 Grain Cars 
Winnipeg, Man., July 29.—When 
western Canada is ready to ship its 
[1927 grain crop the Canadian National 
ES will be ready to carry it. 


Wheat is well headed out, rye is rip- 
ening, and it is only a matter of weeks 
before the threshers will be busy. The 
railway will not be taken unawares. 
For the past six weeks the Canadian 
‘ational has been moving box cars 
into the grain country, and still they 
are coming. No less than 35,000 have 
been scattered all over southern Mani- 
toba, southern and northern Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta, and they are being 
sent out at the rate of 100 a‘day. Be- 
fore the movement ceases, there will 
be at least 40,000 cars waiting ready 
to carry away the harvest. At. this 
time, estimates of the 1927 crop must 
be too conjectural for usefulness, but 
Canadian National railway officials 
state that if 40,000 cars are not suf- 
ficient for the grain that will be taken 
off the land through which their lines 
pass, more will be provided, Every 
car is inspected and carded at Winni- 
peg hefore going to its destination. 
{Engines and cabooses will also be 
| avaitable in the necessary numbers, 
it is announced, 
| In the meantime, last year’s grain is 
still being moved out at the rate of 
100 cars a day. This is chiefly grain

Sugar beets 
and the second cutting of alfalfa are 
making rapid growth and so far very 
little irrigation has been necessary. 

While more warm weather would 
be beneficial, crops in the Peace River 
and Grande Prairie districts are giv: 
ing promise of a better than average 
yield, particular improvement — this 
season as compared with last year

LLOYD GEORGE APPEARS 
SOMEWHAT PESSIMISTIC 


Cambridge, England, August 2.— 
The Geneva conference has been 
conducted to an inevitable fiasco, 
declared former Premier Lloyd 
George, speaking at the Liberal 
Summer School here Monday, 
He said he hardly cared to dwell 
on the possible effects of failure of 
Great Britain to come to terms 
with the United States on the ship- 
building program, but he hoped it 
would not be the beginning of ri- 
valry which would alienate the two 
great nations, “on whose good will 
and co-operation the peace of the 
world depends.” 


HON. C. STEWART 
ADVOCATES COAL 
AS POWER SOURCE 


Electrical Power .Can Be Secured 
Thus Just as Cheaply as From 
Water Power, He Claims 


Winnipeg, Aug. 1.—Development 
of electrical power from coal, rather 
than from water power, is advocated 
for Alberta by Hon. Charles Stewart, 
Minister of the Interior, who passed 
through here Sunday en route — to 
Ottawa. 

Discussing the Alberta Spray Lakes 
power site, Mr, Stewart thought that 
Albertans would be much farther 
ahead to develop electrical power from 
coal since there are such quantities 
in the province. Electrical power, he 
sald, could be manufactured just as 
cheaply from coal as from water 
power, and would provide more em- 
ployment. Also it would not spoil any 
of the natural beauties of the ap- 
proach to the Banff National Park. 

Mr. Stewart expressed optimism 
concerning the present crop outlook in 
the west. “Crops are wanderful, es- 
decially in’ Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan,” he said,

DECREASED OUTPUT 
OF FACTORY CHEESE 


Canadian Industry Showed Big Falling 
Off During Year 1926, Increase in 
Four Provinces 

Ottawa, Aug. 1.~The total quantity 
of Canadian factory cheese made in 
1926 was 170,633,781 pounds, valued 
at $28,673,160, a decrease in quantity 
from the preceding year of 6,505,332 
pounds, and a decrease in value of 
$7,798,396. The average price per 
pound at the factory Qropped from 
20.65 cents in 1925 to 16.80 cents in 
1926, Prince Rdward Island, Ontario, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan record 
slight increases in production, while 
the other provinces show decreases. 
(Exclusive of British Columbia, aver- 
age prices ranged from 15,81 cents per 
pound in Prince Edward Island to 
18.97 gents in Alberta, The average 
price jn British Columbia was 34.07, 


but this is accounted for by the fact 
that the production of cheese in that 
province is not large and consists 
chielly of special varieties prepared 
for Sale in small sized packages,

Declares Premier Baldwin, Who In Company With the 
Prince of Wales and Prince George, Arrive in Canada 


—Leader of Government in Britain Comments on Con- 
ditions Through 3,000-Mile Glasses 


Quebec, Aug. 1—The Princes and 
the Premier landed at King’s whart in 
the midst) of brilliant) midsuminer 
weather, The Prince of Weles, Prince 
George and Premier Stanley Baldwin 
were welcomed by Premier Mackenzie 
King and Lieut.Governor Perodeau 
on the Empress of Australia about one 
hour after she anchored in midstream, 
and both parties came on board the 
Lady Grey while guns boomed from 
the citadel. Thousands flocked into 
the narrow streets of the lower town 
and thousands more lined Dufferin 
Terrace from end to end, 

Montreal, Aug, 2.—A civic reception, 
golf, oratory, sight-seeing and dining 
were all crowded into Montreal's pro- 
gram for Canada's. guests. Premier 
Baldwin managed to have a walk in 
the country. 


For the Prince of Wales and Prince 
George, the day was a series of rush-! 
es through crowded streets with po- 
lice motoreycles thundering ahead on 
the way from duties to diversions and 
hack to official duties again. ' 

Mr. Baldwin's day was almost as 
intensive as the royal one, With Mrs. | 
Baldwin he too attended the civic re- 
ception, 

At 1 o'clock he was the guest of 
honor of the Montreal Canadian Club, 
and delivered an address, 

The business affairs of the Empire 
Were Mr. Baldwin's topics. He told of 
the work of the Empire marketing 
board in creating an atmosphere and 
a “conscioushess of Empire.” It was 
to be hoped, he said, that Canada 
would give the Empire the first choice 
when it came to purchasing. 

The Prime Minister spoke with pride 
of the high sense of public duty of the 
younger’ men of England—the men 
who had gone from school to. war. 
These men were showing great prom- 
ise in all spheres of public life and rep- 
resented the keen war interest 
of the people of Great Britain in the 
affairs of their country, Any assump- 
tion that there was decadence in Brit- 
ain was “the greatest mistake in the 
world.” 

“In Canada,” said Mr. Baldwin, dur- 
ing his address, “you know far bet: 
ter than T what your problems. are. 
But, even as I regard them from 3,000 
miles away, | can see as the years go 
by that the highest test of statesman- 
ship will be called for in reconeiling | 
agriculture and industry, in reeoneil-| 
ing the interests of east and west, and 
binding together east and west and 
central Canada. You typify in) Can- 
ada the finest civilizations in Europe, 
that of France and that of England, 
civilizations — whieh have worked | 
against each other, fought each other 
for ideals over the centuries, but each 
always in the van. of progress, Try, as} 
the years go by, and let your states- 
men try, and see that that 
civilization never gets

The 
policy is said to favor numerous 
places for the sale of beer, on the 
theory, as advanced by those favor- 
ing it, that the more facilities in this 
direction, the less hardstuff will be 
consumed, and less chances for boot- 
legging will be afforded.

Largely Attended and Most Enthusiastic Gathering Select 
Dr. Johnson as Presiding Officer of Wetaskiwin Sports

y-laws, Etc. 


Again emphasizing a unanimity of 
opinion that Wetaskiwin has for some 
time been legarthic in the fostering of 
one of the greatest assets of any com- 
munity, the various elements of sport, 
and detailing the multifarioys reas- 
ons which have been prime factors 
in the degeneracy which has crept 
upon the community in this respect, 
the adjourned meeting held in the city 
council chamber on Friday evening 
last organized the Wetaskiwin Sports 
Association. 

The large attendance was most 
heartening to those who were respon- 
sible for the move to effect an organi- 
zation, particularly so in the fact that 
a considerable number of the most in- 
fluential of our citizens were promin- 
ent in the assemblage. 


Mayor Montgomery presided, and 
explained that one of the functions of 
the meeting would be to consider the 
report of the special committee ap- 
pointed to thoroughly investigate the 
feasibility and possibility of staging 
two or three days of sports and mid- 
way carnival this month. The com- 
mittee reported unfavorably, but 
there were those present who cham-' 
pioned the proposal, nevertheless, and 
there was considerable discussion, the 
idea being eventually abandoned, with | 
the possibility of an afternoon of track | 
and field events being presented on, 

Labor Day, a matter which the ex-j 
ecutive of the new organization will 
consider, 

It took considerable time to decide 
just what the name of the new organ- 
ization would be. There were num- 
erous suggestions which one by one, 
fell Into the discard, till finally a mo- 
tion sponsored by J. J. Christopher| 
that the body be called the Wetaski-} 
win Sports Association was adopted, 
‘with the proviso that if necessity arose 
in the broadening of the scope of the 
organization a change would be made. 

Methods of organization were then 
discussed and the suggestion was ac- 
cepted that officers be elected, mem- 
bership fee be decided upon, and that 
the Executive draft a constitution and 
by-laws to govern the organization, 
subject to ratification at another gen- 
eral meeting in the immediate future.

The membership fee was set at one 
dollar per annum, after which the Ex- 
ecutive was instructed to take up fur- 
ther details of organization and_re- 
port back: 

Three of the outstanding require- 
ments which command attention were 
given an airing. The baseball dia- 
mond at the exhibition grounds is in 
a deplorable condition and if we are 
to have baseball next season much 
work must be done this fall. Several 
expressed: the opinion that a different 
site should be selected within the 
grounds. The race track was also re- 
ferred to as the “bunk” and an en- 
deavor will be made to devise ways 
dnd’ means to place it in proper con- 
dition. Jt was the concensus of opin- 
jon that the schools had been de- 
ficient in attention to the development 
of the growing generation along ath- 
letic lines, and endeavor will be made 
to inject a stimulus into track and 
field athletics among our citizens in 
their teens. Then hockey came in 
for a fair share of attention, the mat- 
ter of the possibilities of a covered 
rink being introduced in the discus- 
sion. Jt was felt that effort should 
be made to popularize skating and 
hockey. 

Organization was effected on the 
assumption that there is crying need 
an Association to 
not necessarily absolutely control di 
‘rectly all forms of athletic endeavor, 
but to father the various branches of 
sport, through the Executive and var- 
ious sub-committees which willbe se- 
lected. 

It is the intention of the Wetaski- 
win Sports Association to stage next 
year a two or three day celebration of 
a sports and carnival nature such as 
has never been presented in Central 
Alberta in many a day, and early pre- 
paration will be made to line up a 
program of attractions that will make 
Wetaskiwin a mecca for several 
thousands. It is also the policy of 
the Association to provide programs 
of good clean sport for the people of 
Wetaskiwin and surrounding country 
on several occasions, not of a stereo- 
typed nature, but with variety being 
utilized as the spice of things. 

An auspicious start has been made, 
men who have the ability to ‘put 
things over are at the helm; it now 
requires the hearty co-operation of 
those who are not carrying the heavy 
load,

MAY MAKE PAPER 
FROM CORN STALKS 


Washington, D.C.—The Bureau of 
Standards of the Department of Com- 
merce is getting ready to carry on im- 
portant experiments in paper making. 
Those who are in touch with these 
proposed experiments -feel- they are 
likely to affect profoundly the busi- 
ness of manufacture of paper in Can- 
ada and the United States. 

Although little attention was given 
it in the recent session, an appropri- 
ation was allowed by Congress under 
which the Bureau of Standards is au- 
thorized and required to set up a plant 
for experiments ws to the commercial 
feasibility of making paper out of 
waste material, This plant will be set 
up in the corn belt and will take up, 


of paper from corn stalks. 

Corn producers in the Middle West 
are anxiously awaiting results of the 
experiments, The question of whether 
paper can be successfully made is not 
really involved. It has already been 
made in a variety of grades of it, in- 
cluding print paper from corn stalks, 
The real question which calls for solu- 
tion and as to which experiments will 
be conducted by experts is whether it 
can be made cheaply enough to make 
it feasible to compete with paper 
made from pulp wood 2nd other ma- 
terials now commonly used. Expert 
chemists at Iowa State College of 
Agriculture and the 
have already demonstrated that paper 
can be made from corn stalks and 
samples were exhibited here recently 
to members of Congress. 

The economic troubles of the corn 
belt and the demand for a wider mar- 
ket for corn are exerting a strong 
pressure on the Department of Com- 
merce, under which is the Bureau of 
Standards, to find practicable com- 
mercial ways of making paper from 
corn stalks, If the experiments sue- 
ceed, it is asserted that a revolution 
in the paper business will follow. In 
any event, the setting up of the pro- 
posed plant, which will be located in 
the heart of the corn belt, probably 
in Towa, will be watched with intense 
interest alike by corn producers, pap- 
er manufacturers and consumers of 
paper,

ANTISEPTICS AND CLEANLINESS 

Only a little over half a century 
ago the science of antiseptics was 
practically unknown and deaths from 
blood poisoning were a common oc: 
currence, 

Lord Lister, a British surgeon, was 
the first physician of any prominence 
to advocate the use of antiseptics. 

Lister not only advocated the use 
of antiseptics to kill bacterial life, 
which might develop in a wound after 
an injury or an operation, but he also 
recognized the value of keeping 
wounds clean, He established the fact 
that poisons are not in the air but in 
the tissues, and it is of vital import- 
ance to keep all wounds antiseptically 
clean, 

Of recent years, doctors have more 
and more emphasized the need for 
washing and bathing cuts and abra- 
sions. In the modern operating room 
the greatest care is used in sterilizing, 
not only the instruments, but every 
part of the room and its equipment 
where the operation is to be per- 
formed. 

While the surgeon of a few years 
ago was content to have everything 
sterilized by antiseptics, the modern 
method is to use more soap and water 
than poisonous chemicals to kill the 
bacteria. 

All instruments and bandages are 
now sterilized with hot air or steam, 
and any stray germ that inadvertently 
gets into an operating room, has about 

{as much chance for its life as a snow 
flake in a hot July sun,
